George  A.  Smith  Gives  Address. 

After  the  song  “My  Prayer,”  sung 
by  a quartette  composed  of  Virginia 
Christensen,  Elayne  Christensen, 
Richard  Condie  and  Carl  Christensen. 
Apostle  George  Albert  Smith,  who 
has  worked  with  President  Brimhall 
for  many  years  in  the  Young  Men’s 
Mutual  Improvement  Association, 
discussed  the  rewards  that  have  come 
to  President  Brimhall  for  his  life’s 
work  of  service,  through  .associations 
and  companionship  with  the  leaders 
of  the  Church.

SCHEDULE  SECURED 
BY  COACH  ROBERTS 


Football  Contests  With  Utah 
Schools  to  ComeAfterMid- 
Season;  “Y”  to  Play  Three 
Games  at  Home;  Provo 
Secures  Wrestling  Meet. 


Director  Roberts  returned  from  the 
Conference  of  R.  M.  C.  representa- 
tives which  convened  Friday  in 
Denver,  flushed  with  success  and 
radiating  enthusiasm  for  the  complete 
schedule  of  athletics  which  he  was 
able  to  obtain.  Determined  to  fight 
for  a program  which  would  permit 
the  “Y”  to  play  its  football  games 
with  the  Utah  schools  not  earlier  th^n 
mid-season.  Mr.  Roberts  not  only 
won  his  point  but  completed  nego- 
tiations with  leading  Colorado  schools 
whereby  substantial  financial  guaran- 
tees and  convenient  dates  were  ar- 
ranged. Besides  the  scheduled  games 
the  Colorado  Mines  have  offered  the 
locals  $500  for  a game  which  will 
probably  be  arranged  later. 

Besides  the  football  program,  com- 
plete schedules  were  drawn  up  for 
track,  baseball,  tennis,  wrestling 
and  swimming.  Intercollegiate  wrestl- 
ing was  abandoned  in  1916  because  of 
lack  of  competition  and  funds.  The 
state  wrestling  meet  will  be  held  at 
Provo  on  March  24th  where  the  three 
universities  will  meet. 

Logan  secured  the  swimming  meef 
which  will  occur  March  17th.  The 
“Y”  is  expected  to  be  represented.

A search  through  the  library  at  our  Uni- 
versity reveals  the  startling  fact  that  despite 
numerous  gifts  of  rare  and  valuable  books 
there  is  one  volume  missing.  Without  it  the 
library  can  never  be  complete.  It  should  be- 
long to  this  and  future  generations.  This 
missing  book  is  a biography  of  Dr.  Karl  G. 
Maeser. 

Though  his  earthly  career  has  been  ended 
many  years,  there  seems  to  be  little  recorded 
of  his  inspirational  life,  and  as  time  passes, 
these  important  incidents,  unless  written, 
will  become  more  and  more  indistinct  until 
they  are  finally  lost  in  the  obscurity  of  the 
past. 

It  is  our  privilege  to  sit  at  the  feet  of 
the  living  teacher,  President  Brimhall,  and 
partake  of  his  great  power  and  the  richness 
of  his  life.  We  feel  assured  that  he  will  not 
fail  to  add,  with  the  gift  of  himself  to  his 
fellow  men,  a complete  record  of  his  life.  We 
believe  that  he  will  find  time  in  his  busy  life, 
to  write  with  an  eloquence  and  effectiveness 
such  as  no  other  man  can,  his  history. 

But  if  Dr.  Maeser  ever  left  a record  we 
are  unable  to  find  it  in  our  library,  where  it 
should  be  of  all  places.  What  more  fitting  or 
noble  undertaking  could  be  performed  by  any 
man  than  to  add  to  the  record  of  the  Immor- 
tals the  life  history  of  Dr.  Karl  G.  Maeser, 
that  some  time  in  the  future  there  shall  stand 
side  by  side  on  our  library  shelves  the  biogra- 
phy of  Dr.  Maeser  and  the  autobiography  of 
President  George  H.  Brimhall.
